_ Mr. Job Witchell,.. Manager of 
the ‘King Edward Hotel, in evid- 
ance stated that at 9.45last.night, 
with the. arrival of the two ac- 
cused and two of their companions 
at the Hotel; an altercation. took 
place outside the’ entrance, over 
the question of payment.to the 
tioksha coolies, Soon afterwards, 
the first defendant, whose name 
was John Strout, with his com- 
panions .entered aud ordered 
drinks. As”: their . condition 
indicated.an advanced dtate of 
intoxication, this request was 
refused, with the remark that 
they had had sufficient, and 
could not have any more.

DIVIDENDS FOR ‘NOTHING. 
Railways a National Burden. 
“Th ig-understood (says the Dail, 
Express) that Lord Colwyn’s 
‘which has been 
investigating the war-time agree- 
ments between the Government 
and the railway companies, will 
ixgue its report at the end of the 
present month. 

Secret evidence on behalf of 
the railway managers was given 
by Sir Alexander Butterworth 
last week, ahd the committee's’ 
work is drawing towards a close: 
Its findings will probably be 
unpleasant reading for the tax-| 
payer. The railway companies, 
in fact, hold the publio in a triple 
grip: — Dividend agreements; 
maintenance agreements; and 
high. charges. 

GUARANTEED DIVIDENDS. 

Under a war-time arrangement, 
which has long ‘since been of no 
value to the country, the pre-war 
dividends of railway shareholders 
are guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Those dividends have to be 
paid whatever the financial result 
of the working of the railways, 
The full amount for which the 


‘taxpayer is annually liable aop- 


proaches £50,000,000, and the 
financial year 1919-20 a sum of 
£45,000,000 was actually paid out 
of.the Exchequer. 

In the first eight months of the 
present financial yoar thé tax. 
payers’ liability under the guar- 
antes comes to £25,500,000. 

Thus, in a: year and eight 
months, during which peace has 
reigned and trade, on the whole, 
has been good, railway share- 
holdera have received out of the 
public purse no less a sum than 
£70,500,000, not a penny of which 
has their business earned. 


The agreements aro now being} h 


examined by Lord Colwyn’'s 
committee, with the object of 
giving them an_ interpretation 
which shall be fair to both sides. 

In the meantime, the heavy 
national ‘liability created by tho 
agreements continues, and cannot 
be terminated before August 15 
next. The railway companies are 
doing their utmost to postpone 
the date of termination to January 
1, 1924. : : 

SIGNIFICANT ACTION. 

The demand was made in the 
lotter sent by Lord Churchill to the 
Minister of Transport, on behalf 
of the railway companies, on 
December 8 of last year, and 
every railway shareholder has 
been asked to support it, ap- 
parently by using political 
pressure. : 

This action is significant. 
While ‘industry, . generally, is 
demanding the abolition of Goy- 
ernment control, the railway, 
companies are clamouring for its 
continuance. 

Obviously, control suits the’ 
tailway companies. They are 
making a good thing out of it, 
heir dividends are paid whether 
they are earned or not;- their 
property is kept in first-class 
condition at the public expense, 
and all the’ while the Government 
havo no real power to interfere 
with the conduct of their 
business. : 

Instead of being a national 
asset, the. railways have become 
a national burden.

- ‘harbour suffered constderable in- 


convenience on the 26th ult. from 
the fact that they were deprived 
of their fresh water supply, 
which they usually obtain from 
Lappa Island, whilst Macao in 
. general had no supplies of 
. vegetables from the adjacent 
villages. : 


As to the origin of the trouble, 
jt appears that four’ fally-armed 
Chinese soldiers from thobattalion 
stationed on the island, which is 
‘opposite Macao, boarded ‘a 
Chinese boat and forced the occu- 
pants to convey them to a certain 
desnation. Being indignant at 
the attitude of the soldiors, the 
boatpsople deliberately steered 
the boat as near to the Macao 
aide as possible and when passing 
the gunboat Patria it was stoppe 
by the Water Police and tho 
soldiers were arrested for being 
fully-armed in Portuguese waters. 


The Chinese battalion com- 
mander, whilst demanding . the 
‘release of the soldiers, stopped all 
tho waterboata and also the 
supplies of vegetables, put after 
negotiations between the 
Intercourse Commissioner 
and the - Government 
the soldiers were handed over to 
a representative of their com- 
mander along with their arms on 
the 27th ult, and tho-‘waterboats 
have now resumed their service 
and the supply of vegetables is 
again assured. :

A good many criminals are, no 
doubt, as well aware of the 
dancer as the police themselves, 
and obliterate the tell-tale eviden- 
co, but many others are forgetful 
or ignorant, and are trapped 
accordingly. At the “Yard” 
there is a bulky volume which 
is officially known as “The 
Register of Laundries and 
Laundry « Marks,’ but which is 
commonly termed the “ washing- 
book ” aniong the members of the 
force; and where: this fails there 
is a direct appeal by a photograph 
and a note to the editors of the 
trade papers and others who are 
likely to be able to help. 


Only a year or two ago the 
Bloomsbury murderer was caught 
and hanged through his laundry 
mark; Bennett, the Yarmouth 
murderer, was captured in the 
same way, and early in the pre- 
sent century Mrs, Sach, the child- 
murderer, and her accomplice 
were hanged on the evidence of a 
laundery’ mark on 4 baby's gar- 
ment. “Jine” Macdonald, the 
burglar, Mrs. Gordon Baillie, the 
adventuress, were also victims of 
the launderer’s symbolism, and 
the more systematic - marking 
adopted in all the modern Jaun- 
dries naturally tends to enhance 
the. value of the ink, the red cot- 
ton, or the neat little linen label 
with {ts red ‘or blue letter and 
number in the detection of crime,

The specch of the Chairman 
at the annual meeting. of ‘the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation on Saturaday last 
seems to have given an impres- 
sionto the man-in the-street that 
it is thé opinion of the Hongkong 
and Shanhai Bank that tho dollar 
is not going up. It is diffiault to 
hazard an opinion on the 
silver question or the possible 


trend of tho silver market, for| 


it is always the unexpected that 
happens. In the height of 
optimism cones the depression, 
and I shall not be surprised to 
find our pessimistic prophets 
confounded on the Exchange 
problem. All that the Chairman 
at the moeting said was thet the 
stocks of silver held by China 
wore very large and that China's 
consumption this year will hot 
bo on the same level as last year. 
Of courso, be was speaking from 
present indications, but anything 
may occur to-morrow to 
‘upset all these calculations. 
Nobody can forecast the future 
with any degree of accuracy. If 
we could know what was going to 
happen within the next month we 
should not be slaving in China. 
In a broad way the silver market 
at present lacks the protechnics 
of the past six years, and the 
specia! causes which brought 
about its extravagant levels 
during the war have disappeared. 
It is difficult to beliove that any- 
thing may occur to force the price 
to past heights. ; : 


Uncertainty about the future 
course of silver is worrying all 
‘traders; The ~ manufacture’ of 
prodigious amounts‘ of paper 
money against debt and not 
against wealth has completely 
disordered the monetary systems: 
of Europe and of other countries 
as well. That is the most im- 
portant factor ‘in the inter- 
national trade situation. The 
world is suffering very severely 
from the fluctuations. in the 
internal value of money in differ- 
ent countries, caused by constant 
outpourings of more ‘paper by 
needy Govoinments and from the 
incessant changes in external 
value, as expressed in rates of 
exchange. At the moment, 
speculatve elements rule the 
silver market, and so long as this 
continues and the genuine China 
and Indian trade demand is small, 
it would be idle to forecaet the 
trend of the silver market. The 
determining factor in the silver 
market's ultimate course will be 
whether the export trade from 
this part of the world’ and India 
shows any sign of ,vitality. The 
relation of China to silver is vital 
to the future of the metal. Falling 
world commodity prices and 
financial difficulties in the very 
countries that have largely pro- 
fited by the War do not encourage 
confidence in silver, which is also 
a commodity, the value of which 
‘was unduly enhanced by the late 
world crisis,

XX.~Lease of the New. 
Territories, 

This series of articles began 
with the cession to Great 
Britain of Kowloon peninsula in 
1861, and may fittingly be con- 
cluded with the grant. of a lease 
extending the British tenure on 
the mainland by the area known 
as the Now Territories, which 
occurred at the close of last 
century. 

Questions had been asked in 
Parliament from time to time’ as 
to stops being taken for oxtend- 
ing the Colony, largely for 
defensive reasons, Russia having 
acquired Port Arthur, while 
Germany had occuiped Kiao 
Chau. The matter had 
engaged the. attention of 
Sir Nicholas O' Conor, British 
Minister to Peking, who’ found 
the Chinese authorities amenable, 
and a convention is stated. to 
have been prepared and agreed 
to, by Which the Colony was” to 
extend across the hills which 
dominate Hongkong to a 
transverse line from Deep Bay to 
Mirs Bay. - At tho sblicitation of 
the Chineso Logation in England, 
however, the matter was post: 
poned pending the completion of 
the treaty with Japan. - 

Sir-Claude MacDonald took up 
the question where it has been 
left by his predecessor, and with 
Sir Robert Hart, the Inspector- 
General of Chinese Customs, 
renewed discussions with . the 
Chinese Government which had 
accepted in principle tho: proposal 
that China cedo.a strip of territory 
on the mainland and all the 
surrounding islands commanding 
the waters of the Colony; anda 
convention embodying - these 
terms was signed. .
